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Malſters Heart begin to fail him, fee- 
ing him reſolutely advance to renew 
his Combat, and agreed to ask his 
Life, you have it Sir, ſays Newviſor, 
and pray tell my Friend that laid the 
Wager with you, how generoully 1 
have uſed you, and brag no more;of 
the advantages you pretended againſt 
me, for if 1 hear ' the leaſt word 
thereof to my prejudice, whereever 
T meet you, PFle afluredly Piſtol you, 
the Malſter confeſſed his Error, and 
promiſed he would never treſpaſs in 
the like Nature, but whereſoever he 
met him, pay him that reſpect as be- 
longed to his Courage, whereupon 
they parted, and Newviſo» got home 
before him,waiting his return,and the 
Deciſion of 'the wager, which at laſt 
he confeſſed he had loſt, and was 
ſufficiently laught - at for his boaſting 
humour ; but this private Life of 
Mr. Neviſon , was not what ſuited 
with his Humour, and his Father be- 
ing Dead, he returned to his old 
Courſes, and in the latter - part days 
was 
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was much more famous then his 
Youth, on all occaſions, committing 
ſuch Robberies, as rendred his Name, 
the Terror of the Road, inſomuch 
that no Carrier or Drover that paſt 
the fame but was either forced to 
Compound for their ſafety, by a con- 
ſtant Rent, which he uſually receiv d 
trom them at ſuch and ſuch houſes 
where he appointed them 'to leave 
it, or they were ſure to be rifled for 
the failure thereof, yet was he with- 
al ſo generally Loved,that no Perſon 


would, or feared that they dared not, 


take him, thongh he converſed every 
day amongſt them,and'every week re- 
tlorted to Pomfret, amongſt many of 
which Robberies I ſhall only take a 
few Inſtances that was moſt notort- 
ous, and wherein he got as much Re- 
putation , for his generoſity, as.by 
others he was condemned for the 
*Courſe of Lite he Jed; of which 
ſort the enſuing is not the leaſt memo- 
rable : One day Dincing with a 
Gentleman of 7orkfbire, who was 

bound 
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bound in a Statute for the Payment 
of 100g L. at London, on a certain 
day then near at hand, the Gentle- 
man was much concerned for a Re- 
turn of his Moneys which he had then 
by him at his own Houte, and could 
not poflibly hear of any way to get 
the fame done, knowing how much 
the fame did import him, and the 
malevolence of his Creditor, who 
would certainly on failure thereof 
ſeize vpon - his Eſtate, he adviſed 
with Mr. Neviſou what was his beſt 
way to ſecure the ſaid Moneys thi- 
ther, to' which. Neviſo replied that 
he ſhould ſend the fame by ſome 
truſty Servants whom he might well 
mount and Arm to the Number of 
8 or x0, and that they might travel 
as ſecurely with it, as it the fame 
were in his own Chelits, the Gentle- 
man complied with his advice, and 
forthwith prepared 3 or 4 of his own 
Familiars, as alſo 6 of his Tenants 
yons who were reputed for their Cou- 
wage, and petting cach of them « 
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good Horſe and a Caſe of Piſtols, 
gave them charge of the a- 
toreſaid Sum, and advice where and 
how they ſhould diſpofe of the ſame, 
when ' they came at London, and ac- 
cordingly within 3 days afterwards, 
ordered them to ſet Forward ; which 
Neviſon hearing of, takes only with 
him one of his Servants, whom on 
fach deſigns, he was wont to make 
uſe of, and purſues them at # diſtance, 
lying inthe fame Inn undiſcovered 
where they 'Lodged the firſt Night, 
at which place being in fee with the 
Hoſtler, he infogmed by bim' on 
which of the Horſes the Charge was 
laid, by a token the Fellow gave him, 
when they mounted claping his hand 
on the Buttocks of thoſe that carried 


the ſum, faying he would warrant | 


this or that to- be the beſt in the 
whole Company, The Fellows mount- 
ed, and foon after them Newſer and 
his Man who quickly overtodk them, 
and taking the Opportunity of a pri- 
vate place, Charged them with their 

Piſtols 
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Piſtols who had the Money, and in 
ſhort, without the leaſt reſiſtance, the 
Cowardly Raskels ſurrendred the 
whole ſum , which was intire in 2 
Portmanteaus , with dire&ions- how 
the ſame was to be paid, the greateſt 
part of the faid Moneys being in 
Gold, they eaſily diſpoſed thereof, 
and unbridling their ſeveral Horſes, 
let them aſtray, leaving the faid Par- 
ties to get the ſame as they could, 
whilſttheyona good round Speed Gal- 
loped thence towards Loxdon, whilſt, 
in the mean time, the Fellows having 
with ſome Labour got their Horſes 
rogether, they began to conſult what 
they ſhould Anſwer to'their Maſter 
for their Cowardize, and loſs of his 
Money, when one amongſt the reſt 
adviſed that they ſhould ſhoot them- 
ſelves through their Coats ahd Hats, 
25 likewiſe cut and hew the fame, as 
if they had been in ſome dangerous 
| Encounter, and kill 2 or 3 ot their 
Horſes Dead, &z cut others over the 
Head, as likewiſe by lot, to Submit 

enc 
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one or '2 of themſelves to 2 or 3 
flight Wounds, under the umbrage of 
which they might ſay they had met 
20 Men in Number,who had aſlaulted 
them, and though rhey battled as long 
as they could, were at length forced tv 
yeild themſelves to the: greater Pow- 
er, this being agreed on by all of 
them, they put the ſame 1in Practice, 
and upon return to their Maſter , 
brought him ill News of his loſs, with 
an Encomium of their Courage which 
had reſolutely Rood out to the laft. 
The Pitiful fight gained Credit with 
the maſter to their whole relation, who 
was extreamly troubled thereat , as 
well for the fake of his Wounded Ser- 
vants as his own Loſs, which he could 
not tell how poſſibly to repair, for 
though he might have ſued the Coun- 
ty, yer that would not ſerve his pre- 
ſent occations, he being neceſſitated 
for his Monys info ſhorta time,ſo thar 
utterly cuparing of, his | Fortunes 
witch were hereby reduced to a very 
Low Ebb, he knew no Friend to - ap- 
ply 
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ply himſelf to, and to creep to his 
Creditor was. 1n vain, knowing his 
humour ſuch that he would be glad 
to take all advantages againſt him, and 
would rather rejoyce at, then pitty 
his Misfortunes, in this Irreſolution 
he had continued about a week, when 
Mr. Newiſou came one day boldly to 
ſee him, asking him what News trom 
London, and whether his Servants 
were returned ;---returned fays the 
Gentleman, yes they are returned 
with the Loſs of 3 of their Horles, 
and 4 or 5 of them ſufficiently 
Wounded, in an Encounter againſt 
double their Numbers, who have got 
my Money and have ntterly undone 
me--thats very ſtrange replies New:- 
ſon,l ſhould have thought it impoſlible 
that there ſhould have been ſuch a 
Gang in England that dare attempt 
any ten men Armed,--Alas fays the 
Gentleman, *'tis but two. true,---But 
how are you fattisfed of the truth 
of that they have Declared, ſays Ne- 
wiſou--BY the maris they bear about 
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them, ſays the Gentleman, and the 
honeſty and courage they are Maſters 
of ;--have you any of theſe Servants 
adds Neviſon at home,--yes replies 
he, there's my Butler asStout a Man 
as breaths, he has 2 or 3 Cuts over his 


Head and Shoulders, beſides his Hat 


and Coat both ſhot through in 4 or 5

ſcuffle, Neviſoen Wounded his Right 
hand by running the ſaid Cock there-
